So Far as the Wellsville Mill Is Con­ 


cerned— A Complete Force Is Not 
Yet on Hand— One Man Reported 


to Have Been Discharged. 


The 
strike situation 
at 
W ellsville 
w as unchanged this morning, but the 
action of the1 em p loyes 
of the Illinois 
Steel com pany, at South Chicago, in 
refusing to com e 
out, after th ey w ere 
asked to do so by National President 
T. J. Shaffer, was freely discussed by 
the 
local associam en men. 
S o m e 
of 
the m en here say the South Chicago 
men did right., w hile others take a 
different view. 
The strikers claim there are lint l l 
crews enrolled at the mill today, but 
Manager Hrookman is quoted as sa y­ 
ing that 12 crew s w ere to start work. 
Six crew s, or 42 m ore men. are n eed ­ 
ed to operate 
the mill to its capacity, 
according to estim ates made by those ; 
who claim to know. 
It was said this m orning that Jabetb 
ftushton, on e of the three men who 
left 
the mill last w eek. would return 
to work this week and that two other 
W ellsville men 
would also start to 
work soon. 
Diligent inquiry could not 
v erify this report. 
A reporter called this morning at 
the hom e of Harry 
Phillips, 
about 
whose house a riot is alleged to have 
occurred and asked for a list of 
the 
w itn esses w ho were to appear against 
Hie strikers w ho w ere 
arrested last 
w eek and w h o will be given a prelim i­ 
nary hearing before .Mayor D ennis to­ 
morrow morning at l l o ’clock. 


The list is not ready," said 
Mr. 
Phillips, "I w as at work at the tim e 
the

is left in the hands

N either Mayor D ennis nor 
Manager 
Hrookman has spoken to mo 
about

A. Q. Saltsgiver, a mill man. is said 
to have been discharged by the m an­ 
agement Saturday w hile draw ing his 
pay. because be was in sym pathy with 
the Am algam ated A ssociation. 
H e has

Before the discharge Mrs. Phillips 
was asked how much w as due her for 
hoard and m eals furnished 
for 
the 
man and the bill was paid by th e mill 
com puny. 
Contrary to expectation s no W ells­ 
ville men left this m orning for P itts­ 
burg to work in the new independent 
mill erected 
there. 
Mr. 
Higginson. 
who will head the m en who propose 
to work there, said today that he did 
not know when his crew would 
to 
east. 
Some of the strikers who were ar 
rested for riot last w eek have secured 
their w itnesses, and when their ca ses 
are called som e will try to have their 
cases disposed of here, without 
d e­ 
m anding a jury trial or going to Lis­ 
bon, 
A ttorneys hones and Boyd have 
several ca ses to look after and th ese 
gentlem en Hwy that even if th ese new 
men w ere present on that night, it 
d o es 
not imply that they w ere riot­ 
ing. 
N ew spaper m en w ere there on 
that night 
and they were not arrest 
cd, 
said on e of th ese attorneys to a 
rejKjrter this morning. 
The e a ses against the 
strikers are 
attracing much

J. C. Catlett, president of the W ells­ 
ville hoard of trade, this morning said 
that several w eek s ago P. F. Sm ith 
had told him that the plans for the 
enlargem ent of the W ellsville 
plant 
had been outlined, and that recently 
Manager Brookman had been inform ­ 
ed that the present capacity of the 
mill would be doubled, should 
the 
plant be 
operated as a non-union fac­ 
tory.

been received in W ellsville within the 
last few days I know nothing about it." 
said Mr. Catlett.

Monessen to Get It— The Report Not 
Credited at the County 
Seat. 


G eorge I). Evans, general m anager 
of the 
Beaver tin plate plant at Lis­ 
bon, an American S h eet Steel co m ­ 
pany property, announced on Saturday 
that he had been notified by the oft! 
cera of the trust, to stop all repairs, 
as it was the intention of the com pany 
to rem ove th e plant to M onessen, Pa.. 
a hot bed of non-unionism. 
Lisbon 
people do not believe 
that the threat 
will he carried out. hut regard it as a 
bluff, tried to break the 
strike. 
The 
mill m anagers w ere putting in a s te el 
trestle and m aking ex te n siv e repairs 
and im provem ent, having a large’ force 
at work. 
It is not thought 
that the steel co m ­ 
pany could have a reasonable m otive 
for rem oving the plant, since, in econ ­ 
omy of production, th e B eaver mill 
has stood third am ong the plants of 
the 
trust.

ville mill before the* strike was Inan- 
gurated we*re am ong the’ hest worke*rs. 
They were gentlem en. T hey m olested 
no one. 
W hen their work was finish­ 
ed they went to their home’s and 
re 
mained with their fam ilies. 
"One’ cannot be blamed whe n an a t­ 
tem pt is made to hire such workmen 
as these. 
W e tried to get some* of th e 
m en hack. and while som e 
availed 
the*mselve’s of the offer. the*ro are still 
others whom I would like to employ."

T h e firm adopted the uniform 
scale when it was ready to he placed I 
in operation, but there 
is 
a 
vast 1 
amount of work turned out by the de­ 
partm ent for which no 
provision is 
m ade in the uniform list. 
The Warwick com pany turns out a 
vast 
amount of novelty 
ware, 
and 
there hits been no price fixed in the 
list prepared by the recent conference j 
to govern the printers w hich will ap 
ply to this class of work. 
Indeed, it 
would he im possible to do so. as there ! 
is no way to include each and every 1 
item that may he adopted by a con­ 
cern. 
C onsequently a clause is includ­ 
ed in the list which m akes it necessary 
for the price of certain articles not 
covered in the sta le to be fixed and 
decided upon by the finn and the prin­ 
ters directly interested. 
The W arw ick turns out upw ards of 
IOO different n ov elties w hich are not 
provided for In the uniform list. T h ese 
articles are purely of a novelty char­ 
acter, and the printers h a v e to the 
present been receiving u fairly good 
figure for this work. 
Recently, how ever, there has been 
a disposition on the part of the firm 
to reduce the prices paid for these 
articles and m ake them co m e under 
the list prepared for dinner ware on 
the sprig system . 
The em ployes have 
steadily objected to this, the principal 
reason being that in many c a se s a re 
duction of m ore than IOO 
per 
cent 
would be suffered 
tty 
the 
printers 
should they subm it to the figures sug­ 
gested by the firm. 
Local union No. I.''., which includes 
the printers, w as at a loss for a tim e 
as to what course to pursue in the m at­ 
ter, as th e 
m em bers 
affected 
were 
loath to stand for a reduction so radi­

Had it

Koch before the congress en tubercu­ 
losis in London on Ju ly 23, in which 
be expressed the belief that bovine tu­ 
berculosis was not the same as human 
tuberculosis, 
having 
aroused 
world­ 
wide controversy, 
his 
exact 
words 
have assumed especial Interest. 
The 
tables gave but a fragment of what 
Professor Koch said, though fairly pre­ 
senting bis view. Dr. Koch made a few 
preliminary remarks on tile importance 
of international co-operation in the war 
on consumption, and the London Times 
reports him as follows: 
"Now, 
the question 
was 
whether 
what had hitherto been done and what 
was alKHit to be done against tubercu­ 
losis really struck at the root of tuber­ 
culosis. so that it must sooner or later 
die. 
In order to answer that question 
it was necessary first and foremost to 
inquire how Infection took place In tu­ 
berculosis. 
Of course he presupposed 
that we understood by tuberculosis 
only those morbid conditions which , 
were caused by tile tubercle bacillus. 
In by far the majority of cases of tu­ 
berculosis the discase had Its sent In 
the lungs and had also begun there. 
From this fact it was Justly concluded 
that the germs of the disease—I. e., the 
tubercle bacilli—must have got into the 
lungs by inhalation. 
“ As to the question where the Inhal­ 
ed tubercle bacilli had come from, there 
was also no doubt. On the contrary, 
we knew with certainty that they got 
into the air with the sputum of con­ 
sumptive patients. 
This sputum, espe­ 
cially in Advanced stage's of the dis­ 
ease, almost always contained tubercle 
bacilli, sometimes in incredible quan­ 
tities. 
By coughing and eveu speaking 
it was flung into the air in little drops— 
I. e., in a moist condition—and could at 
once infect persons who happened to 
b^ near the coughers. 
But then it 
might also be pulverized when dried— 
in tile linen or on the floor, for Instance 
—and get into the air In the form of 
dust. 
In tikis manner a complete cir­ 
cle, a so called circulus vltlosus, had 
been formed for the* process of infec­ 
tion. from the diseased long, which 
produced phlegm and i»us containing 
tubercle bacilli, to the formation of 
moist and dry particles (which, In vlr- , 
tue of their smallness, could keep float- i 
ing a good while In the air) aud finally 
to new Infection lf particles penetrated , 
with the air iuto a healthy lung and 
originated the discase anew. 
j 
"B u t the tubercle bacilli might get to , 
other organs of the body In the same ; 
way and thus originate other forms of j 
tuberculosis. 
That, however, was a t 
considerably rarer case. 
The sputum i 
of consumptive people, then, was to be ( 
regarded as tho main source of the lu 
fectioH of tuberculosis. 
On that point, 
lie supposed, all were agreed. 
The i 
question now arose whether there were | 
not other sources too copious to de- i 
mane] consideration In the combating ' 
of tuberculosis. Great Importance used 
to be attached to the hereditary trans­ 
mission of tuberculosis. 
Now, how­ 
ever, it had been demonstrated by thor 
otigli Investigation that, though heredi­ 
tary tuberculosis was uot absolutely 
nonexistent, it was nevertheless ex­ 
tremely rare, and we w ert at liberty 
in c insidering our practical measures 
to leave that form of origination en­ 
tirely out of account. 
“ But another possibility of tubercu 
•ar infection existed, as was generally 
assumed, in the transmission of the 
germs of the disease from tubercular 
animals to man. 
This manner of in­ 
fection was generally regarded nowa­ 
days os proved and as so frequent that 
it was even looked upon by not a few 
as the most Important, and the most 
rigorous 
measures 
were 
demanded 
against It.

“ (tennine tuberculosis had hitherto 
been observed in almost all domestic 
animals aud most frequently In |>oultrj 
and cattle. The tubereulosls of poultry, 
however, differed so much from human 
tuberculosis that we might leave It out 
of account as a possible source of Infec 
tion for man. So, strictly speaking, the 
ouly kind of animal tuberculosis re 
ruaining to be considered was the tu 
bereulosis of cattle, which, if really 
transferable 
to 
man, 
would

lave frequent opportunities of infect 
lug buuiuu beings through the drinking 
of the milk and the eating of the flesh 
of diseased animals. 
Even lu his first 
circumstantial publication on the etlol 
agy of tuberculosis he expressed bim

bacilli taken from cases of human tu­ 
berculosis. 
Some of them got the tu­ 
bercular sputum of consumptive pa­ 
tients direct, 
f 
“ Iii some eases the tubercle bacilli or 
the sputum were Injected under the 
skin, in others Into the peritoneal cav­ 
ity. In others into the jugular vein. 
Six animals were fed with tubercular 
sputum almost daily for seven or eight 
months; four repeatedly inhaled great 
quantities of bacilli, which were dis­ 
tributed in water and scattered with it 
in tile form of spray. 
None of these 
cattle* (there were IO of them) showed 
any symptoms of disease, and they 
gained considerably In weight. 
From 
six to eight months after tin* beginning 
of tile experiments they were killed. 
In their internal organs not a trace of 
tuberculosis was found. 
The result 
was utterly different, however, when 
the same experiment wa« made on eat 
tie free from tuberculosis with tuber- i 
ole bacilli that came from the lungs of 
an animal suffering from bovine tuber 
cillosis. 
After an Incubation period of 
about a week the severest tubercular i 
disorders of the interna) organs broke 
out iii all the Infected animals. 
After 
death extensive tubercular infiltrations 
were found at the place where the In 
Jectlona had been made and in tbs 
•neighboring lymphatic glands and also 
far advanced alterations of the inter­ 
nal organs, especially the lungs and 
the spleen. 
“ The difference between bu man and 
bovine tuberculosis appeared not less 
striking in a similar experiment with 
usses, sheep aud goats, into w hose vas­ 
cular system* the two kinds of tubercle 
badil) were injected. 
Their experi­ 
ments, he must add, were* not the ouly 
ones that have led to this result. If one 
studied tile older literature of the sub­ 
ject and ciliated tin* reports of tile 
numerous experiments that were made 
In former times by Chauveau, Gunther, 
Harms, Bollinger and other*, w ho fed 
calves, swine and goats with tuber­ 
cular material, one found that tile ani­ 
mals that were fed with the milk and 
pieces of the lungs of tubercular cattle 
alw’nys fell ill of tuberculosis, whereas 
those that received human material 
with their food did uot. 
“ Considering all these facts, he felt 
Justified in maintaining that human 
tuberculosis differed from bovine and 
could not be transmitted to cattle. 
It 
seemed to bim very desirable, however. 
that these experiments should be re­ 
peated 
elsewhere iu order that 
all 
doubt as to the correctness of his as 
sertlon might be removed. 
Ile wished 
only to add that ow ing to the great Im- 
portance of this matter the German 
government had appointed a commis­ 
sion to make further iuquirleu on the 
subject. 
“ But. uow, bow was It with the sus­ 
ceptibility of man to bovine tubercu 
iosls? 
This question was far more im 
portaut to us than that of susceptibility 
of cattie to tiuDiHU tut>ercuio*is, highly 
important as that was too.

possible to give this question a direct 
answer because, of course, the ex [sri * 
mental investigation of it with human 
beings was out of the question.

redly, however, we eould try to ap 
preach it 
It wa* well kuown that the 
milk aud butter consumed iu great 
cities very often contained large quam 
titles of the bacilli of bovine tubercu- I 
logia In a living condition, aa the nu I 
ineroua Infection experiments with aucb 
dairy products on animals had proves! 
Most of the Inhabitants of such cities 
dally consarned such living and per* I 
fectly virulent bacilli of boviue tuber 
eulogia, and unintentionally carried out 
the experiment which we were not at 
liberty to make. 
“ lf the bacilli of bovine tuberculosis 
were able to Infect human beings, many 
cases of tuberculosis caused by the con­ 
sumption of alimenta containing tuber- 
cie bacilli could not but occur amoug 
the inbabltauta of great cities, espe­ 
cially the children.

men believed that this was actually the 
casa. 
In reality, however. It was noli 


so’. 
That a case or tuberculosis had 
been caused by aliments could be as 
sinned with certainty ouly when the In 
testine suffered first—I. e„ when a so 
called primary tuberculosis of the lutes 
tine was found. 
But such cases were 
extremely rare. 
Among many ibises of 
tuberculosis examined after death tie 
himself remembered having seen pri 
mary tuborculc.ds of the Intestine only 
twice. 
Among the great post mortem 
material of the (.’barite hospital In Ber 
Un IO cases of primary tuberculosis of 
tin* Intestine occurred in five years 
1 Among 033 cases of tuberculosis In 
children at the Emperor and Empress 
Frederick’s Hospital For Children, Ba 
Kinsley never found tuberculosis of the 
intestine without simultaneous discase 
of die lungs and the bronchial glands 
Among 3.104 post mortem examinations 
of tubercular children. BledCrt observed 
! only IO cases of primary tuberculosis 
of the intestine. 
“ He could cite from the literature of 
the subject tunny more statistics of the 
same kind, nil 
Indubitably showing 
that primary tuberculosis of the Intes­ 
tine, especially among children, was a 
comparatively rare disease, and of these 
few cases that had been enumerated It 
was by no means certain that the) 
were due to infection by bovine tuber 
culosis, 
ft was Just as likely that the) 
were caused by the widely prop lira t en 
bacilli of human tuberculosis, which 
might hove got into tile digestive canal 
in some way or ct ber for Instance, by 
swallowing saliva of the mouth. Ilith 
toto nobody could decide with certainty 
in such a case whether the tuberculosis 
of the Intestine was of human or of 
animal origin. 
Now we eould diagnose 
them. 
All that was necessary was to 
cultivate In pure culture the tubercle 
bacilli found In the tubercular mute 
pal and to ascertain whether they be- 
bilged lo bovine tuberculosis by Riot 
Dinting cattle with them.

been made. 
Among those he reckoned 
the consumption hospital* of England, 
the legul regulations regarding notlfi 
cations In Norway and Saxony, the or­ 
ganization created by Biggs in New 
York, the sanatoria, aud the instruc­ 
tion of the people. 
All that was neces­ 
sary was to go on developing those be­ 
ginnings. to test and, lf isjsslble, to in 
crease their Influence on the diminu 
lion of tuberculosis and wherever noth­ 
ing had yet been done to do IlkewMsc. 
lf they were continually guided In this 
enterprise by the spirit of genuine pre 
vest Iv* medical science, lf they util­ 
ized the experience gained In conflict 
with other pestilences aud aimed with 
clear recognition of the purpose and 
resolute avoidance of wrong roads at 
striking the evil at Its root, then the 
battle against tuberculosis, which had 
been so energetically begun, could not 
fall to have a victorious issue.”

J. P ierpont Morgan. 
It was learned Saturday th a t P resi­ 
dent Shaffer, P resident (lumpers, of 
Hie Federation, and S ecretary Morri 
son, of th e body, w ent to see W. M.

P late company. 
T h e / told Mr. Leeds 
that the Am algam ated was ready to 
subm it Hie strike to arbitration.

Koch before the congress in tubercu­ 
losis in London on July 23, In which 
he expressed the belief tbat bovine tu ­ 
berculosis was not the sam e as hum an 
tuberculosis, 
h iv in g aroused 
world­ 
wide controversy, 
his 
exact 
words 
have assumed especial Interest. 
The 
cables gave but a fragm ent of w hat 
Professor Koch said, though fairly pre­ 
senting his view. Dr. Koch made a few 
preliminary rem arks on the Importance 
of international co-oporation in the w ar 
on consumption, and the London Times 
reports him as follows: 
“Now, 
the question 
was 
w hether 
w hat had hitherto boon done and w hat 
w as about to be done against tubercu­ 
losis really struck ut the root of tuber­ 
culosis, so that it m ust sooner or later 
die. 
In order to answ er that question 
It was necessary first and foremost to 
Inquire bow infection took place in tu ­ 
berculosis. 
Of course he presupposed 
that we understood by tuberculosis 
only those morbid conditions which 
wore caused by the tubercle bacillus. 
In by far the m ajority of cases of tu ­ 
berculosis the disease had its seat In 
the lungs and had also begun tliPte. 
From this fact it was justly concluded 
that the germs of the disease—!, e., the 
tubercle bacilli—must have got into the ( 
lungs by inhalation. 
“As to the question where the Inhal­ 
ed tubercle bacilli had come from, there 
w as also no doubt. On the contrary, 
we knew with certainty th a t they got 
into the air with the sputum of con­ 
sum ptive patients. 
This sputum , espe­
